That we were watched you need not doubt, 
and that there was reason for stealing I need 
not deny. Bat it makes me feel like a sheep 
thief yet, when I think of it. When I was 
in the commissary, I could see nothing open 
but a barrel of crackers. I could get to noth- 
ing better and concluded to take a good 
supply of them. In walking about 
the commissary I made it convenient to go by 
the barrel of hardtacks and slip a handfal in 
my befom always watching the commissary ser- 
gcant. I worked ha:d when he was looking at 
me. I never once thought about how many of 
the crackers I was getting into my bosom. I 
never noticed that my shirt body was growing 
to an enormous size. I was thinking of the 
supper thatthe boys would have that night. 
Suddenly the bottom part of my shirt slipped 
out from under the waistband of my pants. 
The sergeant was looking at me. The situation 
I was in can only be imagined. I was excited, 
and it seemed to me that there was a bushel of 
the darned things spilled around me. The 
sergeant simply said: *‘You had a supply,” and 
yacsed on, J. HH.

Incidents at Kennesaw, 
From the Kennesaw Gazette. 

It was the second or third day before we be- 
gan to realize that a yankee coald shoot to the 
top of Little Kennesaw, when we changed 
our opinions, and wondered if they really 
meant to shoot anywhere else. 

Duiing this time an occasional gun from 
Big Kennesaw was fired; but I don’t believe 
any moro than two were on it, and I heard 
they were twenty- pound Parrotts, 

On this Little Kennesaw mountain is where 
Lieutenant McBride was killed, and where, 
while our Henry O’Hara was bringing three 
charges of fixed ammunition to a gun, a shell 
exploded so near as to explode the nine 
pounds of powder in his arms, and, as 
we thought, burnt him up; but he nev- 
er stayed away from the battery long until he 
was back, and lost a leg while on duty at Da- 
ecatur, Ala. Henry now resides in St. Louis. 
Lieutenant McBride was in QGuibor’s battery 
and was @ handsome, fine-looking soldier. 
While Phillip Lotterhous, of Summit, Miss., a 
mere boy, was in the actof firing a gun on 
Kennesaw hill, a shkeli from the enemy's gun 
cut his head off, leaving only a small piece of 
hair on his neck, which was clipped off by Ser- 
geant Tom Dabney, of Raymond, Miss., and 
cent to his relatives. He fired the gun, and 
with his head shot off, died with the string in 
his haud. 

From the dirt road back of Kennesaw hill, 
and half way between it and Ltttle Kennesaw 
mountain, a path leads from this road through 
the valley down the dividing ridge. In going 
in about one hundred and fifty yards from the 
dizt read on the left band side are three graves 
of yankee eoldiers, left unmarked. The two 
nearest together are two privates; but the one 
about ten feet away from them is a lieutenant: 
colonel. They were killed too near the line on 
a 27th, and were brought back and buried 
there. 

The Jientenant-colonel was about 33 or 34 
years old, clean shaved, except he wore Burn- 
side whiskers; was tall, say six feet, and 
weighed about 158 pounds, and was of course 
white, and I think fair skin. I am nearly cer- 
tain these graves are mistaken for confederates.

First, 
there would follow a decrease of our appreciation 
of this section and ofits people. Second, as an in- 
evitable consequence, a diminution of our own self- 
pny ty nd next, gradual but certain retrogression 
and impairment of our manhood ; @nd, finally, the 
loss of those distinctive characteristics which are 
the traditional, recognized and chief sources of 
this people’s greatness, Nomoreimportant service 
could be rendered this country—net only the south 
but the whole country—than toclearly comprehend 
these dangers and erect firm and immovable bar- 
riers, Mountain high, against these possible conse- 
quences, 

Let usdoour partin their erection here this 
morning. Letus strengthen the foundations of 
our future manhood and character by enhancin 
the self respect of southern youth. Let us groun 
tbat ee)frespec: on the facts, not on the fictions of 
our history. In oréer to contribute to this essen- 
tially patriotic end I call your attention briefly to 
some of the many reasons which should forever se- 
cure for the south a measure of full justice, if not 
of commanding precedence in American history. 

In discussing this snbjectI shallindulgein no 
criticisms of other sections. IfI know the spirit 
of this people, or my own, we love our ore 
our whole country—because it is our country. We 
would strengthen and not weaken the bonds of 
cordial respect and fraternity that bind it together 
in a perpetual union of free and equal 
states. 1 shall utter no highly wrought 
evlogiums, nor even indulge in commendations of 
the scuth, other than those which are pronounced 
by the historic records of the pox I shall not ig- 
nore the fact that this wasa slave-holding section, 
e.d thatit wasthe last homeof slavery on the 
Noith American coatinent. But in the interest of 
trutb, in the interest of southern youth,in thein- 
terest of the whole republic, which must live, if it 
lives at all, in the affections, the devotion and ster- 
ling manhood of all itstons—iu the interest of a!l 
these I shall insist that, however great were the 
evils (and they were many) of negro siavery, it was 
far, very far, trom being an unmitigated evil. La- 
mented by philanthropists, denounced by politi- 
Cials, exugecrated by the uninformed, these evils 
bave been discussed andthe arguments against 
that institution poured into the public ear through 
bceoks, in megazines, from platforms and 
pulpits ub til the truth has been 
obscured, the very elect deceived 
end the faith of our children in the justic and 
humenity of their fathers seriously threatened. 
For over fifty years the record of these evils, and 
these adverse arguments bave been conspicuously 
j laced upon one side ot the balance sheet. It is a 
remarkable fact that the beneticient results from 
that institution have rarely, if ever, been fully and 
fairly presented upon the other. With every page 
of American history brimful of these benetlicent 
results, we have been too tarday in emphasizing 
them to our children and to those who have igno- 
rantly assailed us. Of course, in the brief remarks 
J shall be able to make this morning, I can only 
present a few of those beneficial results, and with 
the hope that such imperfect presentation may in- 
duce others to undertake the patriotic task. 

In the first place, it will be admitted perhaps— 
but whether admitted or not, it is true—that noage 
nor country has ever produced a civilization of a 
nobler type than that which was born in the eouth- 
ern plantation home, and which drew its nutri- 
ment and inspiration from the rural life of the 
southern people, It was acivilization where per- 
sonal courage, — independence, - personal 
dignity, personal honor and the maniliest virtues 
vere nurtured; where feminine refinement, femi- 
pine purity, feminine culture, delicacy and gentle- 
ness expressed themselves in models of rarest love- 
Jiness and perfection, and where, in the language 
of a great Georgian, ‘‘hospitality was as free aud 
bcundless as the vitelsine air around us.”’ 

In the next place it will perhaps be admitted by 
all, that the agricultural development in certain 
scctious of the south was almost wholly depend- 
ent upon this southern institution. Debarred by 
climatic influences, the white man as a laborer 
would not in cenuries have subdued and brought 
into tillage, the rich alluviums of our semi-tropi- 
cal regions. Let it therefore be placed to the credit 
of that institution, that through its ageney this 
section has, in the comparatively brief national 
pericd of one century wrought a mighty change 
in the world’s products; achieved an immense in- 
crease in the world’s commerce; and a vast aug- 
mentation of the world’s wealth and comforts. 

But there is to be placed on that balance sheet a 
still greater credit. Thisinstitution was the in- 
stiumentality selected by Providence for tho Civ- 
ilization and religious training of four millions of 
the African race. Who will have the temerity to 
ey that the native African was vastly benefited 
by his transfer to Americafand by his southern 
service? What fricnd of human progress would 
have deprived him in his original helples:- 
ners Of the patriarchial care aud kind government 
of the southern master, and of the holy teachings 
ot southern Christian Women upon the southern 

lantations, and have remanded him to native bar- 
yaric rule? Who will deny that his southern home 
was the schoolhouse in which he was instructed in 
the methods of civilized life; fitted in God’sown 
time for freedoam,and taugh! to aspire to usefulness, 
holiness and heaven? Who will now set limits to 
the blessings yet in store for Africa, through the 
ner by southern tutelage of its Americauized 
children? 

Such were a few of its notable and praiseworthy 
characteristics; butit is gone. Gone forever is that 
old plantation life of the sonth—gone with its per- 
ennial hospitaliity; its kindly relations of master 
and servant; its mutual dependence and mutual 
benefits; its cheerful service and freedom from 
care, on the one hand; and its guardianship, pro- 
tection and forethonght on the other; its well clad, 
well fed, contented Christian laborers; its quaint 
aud merry cabin homes, and thrilling melodies, ° 
wild and weird to the stranger, but sweet, solemu 
and sacred to our memories still. Gone too forever 
we fear asits marvellously interesting product— 
our peculiar and cheracteristic civilization; but 
that civilization has left its ineffaceable impression 
on the country: its elevating and ennobling effects 
op the character of this people. and has infused 
— conservation into the life of the re- 
po bie, 

bat southern institution I repeat is gone and 
gone forever; and no people of any section of this 
union would exhibit more relentiess resistance to 
its reinstatement than vould the people of these 
southern states. But it is a crime against the man- 
hood of this peonre. and therefore against the 
country, to insist upon its evils and deny its bene- 
fiis. The God of humanity, who permitted its es- 
tablishmext, sustained it and guided it for a cen- 
tury for great purposes, has also permittea it to pass 
away at Fast end for the betterment as we trust of 
both races, but those of us who have survived it, 
may not without criminal indifference permit prej- 
ud cediepreset tations to become the acknowledged 
history of that institution in which our characters 
were formed, Let every fact and every phase of it 
be presented ; and in answer to the misjudgments 
of the misinformed let us point tothese undeniable 
results and to the additional, conspicuous and 
crowbing fact of the general and affectionate 
yey exhibited towards the southern 
whites by the colored race throughout the war; to 
the absence ofall bitterness and resentments at its 
ciose; and tothe present prevailing harmony be- 
tween landlord and laborer, which defies all ef- 
forts at its disturbance, and is an inspiring prophe 
cy ofthe future progress, power, hn uring and 
happiness of both races and of thisentire section. 

Iturn next to the part borne by the south in 
founding. perfecting and sustaining free govern- 
ment in America, Such reference now cannot be 
untimely, because it was for this section that our 
dead brovbers enlisted, fought and fell. Itis due 
to their memories, to ourselyes and our Children, 
that we group together and duly emphasize the 
remarkable contributions made by this section to 
the inavguration and support of republicanism in 
America. The bare factsthough familiar to all, if 
fairly presented and without embellishment, can- 
not fail to excite the admiration of mankind, and 
tore-avaken our pride inthe great achievements 
of this section. Weshsellthusstrengthen ourown 
relf respect; erect another barrier against| the de- 
ecsy of scuthern menhood, and increase our loy- 
alty and devotion to our whole country. 

Let us trace the south’s career step by step 
through every stage of American progress. Wha 
was the first official and conspicuous act leading to 
independence? It was the action of North Caroli 
na, asouthern colony, weak in numbers and re- 
sources, declaring herselfa free and independent 
cemmanwealth more than a year inadvance of the 
general declaration and insugurating her state gov- 
ert ment. This southern colony thus became the 
fie g-bearer cf the colonies, and her movement ths 
ahem land-markin the early progress of our revo: 

vtion. : 

Whatnext? Then came coubt and apprehension; 
agitation and indecision among ali the cvlonisis. 
Who wes it that then came tothe rescue? Who 
was it that wrote the pungent resolutions embody- 
ing American menace, and, with impassioned e'n- 
avence, sentthem like electric currents throuzh all 
the colonies? ‘Jt was an unhersided and un- 
trained member of the house of Bargesses in tse 
colony of Virginia. 

What next? ‘éhen came edditional British laws 
bringing increased British burdens, and indepen- 
dence is every wheredemanGed. Who then wrote 
f» the Ame1icap people their united and defiant 
declaration? It wasa@ patriotic and gifted youag 
southerner, 

Note the next step. Rebellion became a necessi- 
‘tne eae ng roses war ee, It 

a southerpver who raw troops ac 
gains the trained armies of Gre {+ Britain, 
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southern commander who led the undisciplined 
seldiery of this newly established republic to an- 
o'her great victory. 

When Mexico was to be met and our boundaries 
to be extended it was a Virginian and a uis- 
ianian, both southerners, who led the American 
hosts through burning sands-to repeated, swift and 
complete succes ses, 

Let me now briefly present the south’s record in 
furnishing chief magistrates to the nation. For 
more than twenty-five years the results of our ua- 
happy war have practically debarred the south 
from the presidency, but there wasa i of sev- 
enty-lwo years antedating that era of passion and 
of blood. How stands the record of presidential 


. services for thatseventy-two years? The south fur- 


nisbed presidents for forty-nine years and three 
months; the other sections for twenty-two years 10d 
nine months. Prior to 1860 every president, with- 
out an exception, whose administration was in- 
dorsed by a second election was furnished by these 
southern states. During the entire life of re- 
public but ten presidents have been re-ele:ted by 
the people. Of these ten the south furnishe i eight; 
the other sections two, and one of these two wasof 
southern bith, blood and lineage. 

But perbaps impartial history will contain no re- 
cord of this section more cherished b 

le than the acknowledge 

of its _ ic servants and 
the incorruptible and religious life of its citizens. 
It is perhaps sufficient to say for our public men 
that their record of incorruptibility has never been 
sur d, if ever equalled, in the governmental 
experience of mankind. The utable proof is 
found in the fact that from George Washington 
down through all our national life, with tempta- 
tions ever present and opportunitiesgabund ant, 
no southern representative has eve: grown rich in 
office. This is indeed high praise; but I think it 
just praise of our public men. 

To the private citizen of the south the same gen- 
eral character!stics may be truthfully ascribed. It 
is admitted that the character of a people is not 
always reflected in the oflicial lives 
of their representatives. It ts un- 
fortunate for the whole country’ that 
i. some sections of the union neither their ablest 
nor their , west men have, as a rule, sought pubiic 
ttation; but both the science and the practical ad- 
ministration of government haye alway been re- 
garced as most inviting fields for southern iatellect. 
J he private citizen of the soutnis a politician in 
the highest sense of that term. Hence our public 
men have perhape been more truly representative 
of the people. t is certain that at all periods of 
cur bistory our private citizens have exacted of 
their public servants unsullied records and purity 
of public life. But whether in public or private 
station, the personal honor of the man was his 
proudest title to distinction. 

If comparisons were not odious, I might be per- 
mitted to adduce in this connection an argument 
drawn from the United States census for 1860. The 
statistics of churchés, of pauperism andof ciime 
are eloquent witnesses of the high moral and reli- 
gious Statusof this people. The exhibit which 
might be presented from these official records, 
which are the highest evidence on such questions 
known to this government and established by its 
laws, would not only be & source of unqualified 
peep psa to our people but of just pride to their 

escentants forever. This unimpeached aud un- 
impeachable evidence will, when fairly presented, 
lift this seciion under former conditions, to.a plane 
of moral excellence unsurpassed, if not unrivaled, 
in any age. 

Nor would the official records of the period dur- 
ing end siuce the war proclaim this section any 
less God fearing or law abiding. lIudeed, the civil 
war with allits passions and reputed demoraliza- 
tion, tended, it would seem, ratherto elevate and 
purify this people. When, in its earlier stages, the 
sullen trampofapproaching legions and the roar 
of their mighty guns were heard around her bor- 
ders, and when ata later period her territory was 
filled with hostile armies, then in all her churches 
and around ber family altars, ignoble passions 
gave place to humble petitions to the Deity for His 
guidance and patente Evenin the camps and 
tents of her soldiers, prayers and praises habitually 
rese like holy incense, lifting them above the fear 
of danger anc of death, and fitting their devoted 
spirits to aecend in the battle’s flame to heaven. 

And afterthe war, with her substance wasted 
her hopes blasted, and her soil still wet with 
the blocd of her sons, even then, turning her grief- 
furowed face tothe God whom she had served— 
apd without a murmur upon her lips she cried in 
mingled agony of faith struggling with despair: 
‘, hough He slay me, yet will ltrustin Him,” | 

A few more words and I close. The new and ro- 
bust life upon which, through the ashes and ravages 
of war, the south has already entered, inspires our 
hearts with the most buoyant hopes of the future. 
Kiee Ceep in these ruins, she bas waded through 
them for a decade, and erect in her conscious 
power she challenged the confidence ana inyited 
the co-operation and capital of other sections; and 
she furnisbes today a field for richer returns—more 
certain profits than any portion of our country. 
Her coors are thrown wide open and her heart’s 
welcome is given io all who may find homes in her 
hespitable climate. Her future wealth seems as- 
sured. In another decade the roar of her great 
forges, the thunder of her water powers, driving 
her millions of spindles, will prove the century’s 
maivel of industrial progress. But while we press 
to their utmost the practicable development of our 
acmitted agricultural advantages and give encour- 
agement to the spirit of enterprise manifested on 
every hand, we must permit no decrease of interest 
in the political welfare of the whole country. 
Wedded inseparably to the constitutional rights of 
the states, let us cultivate, by all legitimate means, 
a broad nationality embracing the whole union of 
states. Here hangs above us the flag of that 
union. Let us honor it as the emblem of freetom, 
of equality and vunity—remembcring that there is 
notastaron its blue fteld which is not made 
brighter by light reflected from southern skies— 
vot a white lineinitsfolds but is made whiter 
and purer by the south’s incorruptible record—not 
one of its crimson stripes that is net deeper and 
richer from southern blood shed in its defense in 
all of the wars with foreign powers. 

Itis unnec , I feel assured, to admonish 
you in this connection, that the most punctillious 
discharge of all these obligations to our gw L 
involves no infidelity to our pastor to lis teach- 
ings and sacred associations. We cannot, without 
self-stultification and abasement, forget the men 
who fell in our defense in the late sectional con- 
flict. Tofailto cherish their memories in our 
healt of hearts, to the latest generation, would be 
to trample self-respect, manhood aud honor: under 
our feet. 

Nor can we lose one of those pecniiar character- 
istics of our former civilization without lowering 
the high order of Southern character and man- 
hood. The great problem of our future, is not how 
to secure material prosperity. That seems already 
assured; but no amount of such success, however 
general and brilliant, could compensate for the 
joss of our hitherto high standard of private and 
public mo sey § Nor is our _ politi- 
cal status, owever vital to our 
future, the question to us of deepest significance. 
No; but the great problem is how to hold to the 
characteristics of our old civilization, when that 
civil:zation itself is gone; how to send the current 
which so enriched and purified the old, coursing 
forever through the new life before us; how to re. 
l ght the old fires upon the new altars. The more 
we thall be enabled to incorporate into the south’s 
new life the chief characteristics deve!oped by the 
old, the better, the higher and the purer will that 
new life become. 

But patriotism itself demands that we shall cher- 
ish these associations with our past, and the reason 
of this demsnd is, that a way Seep a. Kgs ry is a 
braver, thuer, grander man than one who has lost 
his self respect. Ifthe education of the youth of 
the ccuntry, north and south, were guided by some 
such patrictic purpose, it would be well for the fu 
ture of this republic. 

It was my melancholy pleasure to take part in 
the funeral honors paid to the north’s greatest 
hero, General U. 8. Grant. Every soldier and citi- 
zen who took part in that greatest pageantof mod- 
ern times; every child who, with loviug hands, 
placed flowers upon his bier, and every stone that 
shall hereafter be placed in the monument to his 
memory, will but add to northern manhood and 
northern character. Sg@on the other d the al- 
most equally great demonstation inthe south one 
year ago, over the living president of the dead 
confederacy, was potentiul in the formation of 
southern character. Every bonfire that blazed on 
the streets of Montgomery, every cannon shot that 
shook its hills, every rocket that flew on fiery wing 
through the midnight air, every tear-drop that 
stole Gown the cheeks of patriotic southern wom- 
en, was a contribution to the self-respect, the char- 
acter and the manhood of southern youth. 

If, therefore, an injunction could be laid upon 
this people which could not be disregarded, that 
injunction should be to cultivate the self respect 
by stimulating the pride of southern youthin the 
part of this people. Let the Pp amg respect for 
woman never grow less in this section, but let her 
purity end exalted character command now and 
always your chivalrous courtesy and manly defer- 
ence. Let personal probity, intellect ability 
and unselfish devotion to the public weal, be the 
sole passports to your confidence and the price of 
— support to public office. Finally, lett 

ody of our citizens, private and official, 1 
teachers and your preachers, and

of the remarkable resources of Talladega 
county, but, like many other towns throughout 
the south, lacked money to develop them. 
Within the past few months, however, some of 
the leading citizens put their heads together 
wud began studying ont the best mode of get- 
ting before the world. Among themselves they 
could not doenough with their limited means — 

they must scek outside aid, and they did 
However, I must be understood 
that Talladega has not done 
her share in the work. Onthe contrary, she 
has not only done all the work of organizing 
her forces, but the bu'k of the money needed 
to carry out all their enterprises has been raised 
here at home. Some wealthy New Orlears, 
Birmingham and northern gentlemen have 
come in, though, and through their association 
much has been dene that would, perhaps, have 
been neglected. It is an interesting story I 
find here, and one not without its lesson. The 
world for several months has heard little else 
but “booms” in the south, but I am not here to 
write of the ordinary “orthodox” boom. 
What Talladega is doing is good, square honest 
work, and I would put my money down here 
as willing'y as in a national bank. The lead-

there have been those. who have urged the 
hurrying of matters, but the managers have 
only replied ‘‘we are making haste to go slow.” 
While land companies in other places hive 
been organized on the “ground floor’ plan, 
acd many of them have seen tho folly aiready 
of that method, the company hore 
known as the Talladoga Land 
and Improvement company, has waited until 
the organization was thorough, and is now 
ready to place its stock on the market at only a 
shade under par. “And I think,” said 
Mr. Skaggs, the mayor and president of 
the company, ‘‘that I have avout completed the 
sale of $75,000 worth of our stock at par.” But 
before procecding to discus: the land company 
or companies—for there are two—I shall pre: 
sent some general ideas on the resources and 
situation of Talladega. The cityis growing 
well now, but ere long it must increase rapid- 
ly. They call itthe “new Birmingham,” but 
the people here are satisfied to know them- 
selves as Talladega, With what degree of 
pride and right they set themselves up for in- 
viting capital and people will be seen by read- 


ing through this correspondence, 


The City’s Location. 
IN THE MOUNTAINS OF EAST ALABAMA AMONG 
THE IRON ORES AND FORESTS, 

The location of Talladega is everything that 
could te desired, surrounded as she ison all 
sides by some of the handsomest scenery in the 
south, and in the midst of the richest deposits 
of iron, marble and nearly all the minerals. 

The city is on the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad, the Anniston and Atlantic 
railroad and the Talladega and Coosa Valley 
railroad. it connects with the Georgia Pacific 
railroad by the Anniston and Atlantic railroad 
and the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad. It has a population of 4,590 inhabi- 
fants. It is tho site of the state buildings for 
deaf, dumb and blind, and also Foster’s colored 
Noiversity. It has the best system of water- 
works in the southern states, gas works, a 
magnificent system of public schools and the 
finest public school building in the southern 
It has two banks, and churches 
of nearly all denominations, It 
about two miles fron 


i ‘the well known Shocco Springs, which springs 


Fie ndjacent to the property owned by the Tal- 
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city of Talladega has always been regarded as 
one the most healthful cities in the southern 
statce, It Las for many years been a popular 
tummer resort, and all the hotels and private 
boarding houses are crowded every summer 
with visitors from Southern Alabama, Louis- 
ana and other points, 

This city bas been aptly termed the “Bride 
of the Mountains,” and she has been still more 
appropriately styled the “Highland City.” 
With no false promises for any, she holds out 


| the band of plenty to merit, and crowns her 


deserving sons with wealth and distinction. 


Talladega County, 
A REMARKABLY PROSPEROUS PEOPLE JUST 
AWAKENING TO THEIR ADVANTAGES, 

I quote from “Our Mountain Home,” a local 
paper, the following with reference to the re- 
markable resources of Talladega county. It is 
like a fairy story, almost, recording as it does 
euch a wealth of deposits in minerals, broad 
forests of timber and magnificent farming 
lands. 

The area of Talladega county is 700 square 
miles, comprising seventeen precincts, and pre- 
senting a great diversity of minerals, soil and 
scenery. Contiguous are Clay, Coosa, Shelby, 
St. Clair, Calhoun and Clebourne counties. The 
western limit is marked by Coosa river, a large 
stream which is now bein g opened out for navi- 
gation. The southern terminus of the Blue 
Ridge skirts the eastern border. 

INHABITANTS. 

The cencus report of 1880 places the popula- 
tion at 24 000. It is now between twenty-five 
and thirty thousand, and, in con8equence of 
the inducements held out to capital and en- 
ergy, is rapidly increasing. The white people 
of Talladega city and county bave -long been 
famous for their intelligence, enlightenment 
and refinement. 

RELIGIOUS AND MORAL INFLUENCES, 

Every community has one or more good 
churches, and there are one or more good 
schoo'sin every precinct. These insure a cul- 
tured and pesceful condition of society, and 
joined with industry. bring on a substantial 
prosperity. 

CLIMATE. 

The climate is proverbially healthy, and is 
moreequable than is generally found even in 
the temperate zone. We arenot subject to the 
extreme cold of northern winters, and the 
heat of the southern sun is modified in summer 
by the ccol air from the mountains around. 

SCENERY, 

Talladega county furnishes many scenes of 
entrancing loveliness. An endless variety of 
hil], mountain, valley and water scenes give 
grace and elegance to the landscape. The 
symmetry and beauty of these views is re- 
marked by all, and especially attracts the at- 
tention of artists. A person isin full view of 
mountains in every part of the county. Owing 
to the singular transparency of the atmosphere, 
come of those in adjoining counties are plainly 
visible, and seem only about half their distance 
away. The contour of the Blue Ridge, in Cal- 
houn county, is very distinct and grand, and 
its extension along the eastern border of Talla- 
dega county presents a continuous raage of 
beautiful and lofty mountains. Near Renfroe, 
and some six miles west of the city of Talla- 
Ccpa, is the Sleeping Giant, 2,495 feet in height 
above the sea level, Although nofso lofty as 
the Blue Ridge, it has quite a majestic appear- 
ance. Northeast of the city is Mount Par- 
nassus. whose storm swept summit has become 
a notable landmark ia this vizinity, 

MINERALS, 

In the quality and quantity of her minerals 
Talladega county is the El Dorada of Alabama, 
IRON, 

By far the richest of the iron region of the 
state is that leading from Calhoun county 
through the entire length of Talladega valley 
to Coosa county, a distince,of forty mfiles. It 
has been well said that every five miles of this 
line would justify a first-class furnace. Two 
are already in fall blast, one at Jenifer and the 
other at Ironaton in Talladega county, and no- 
gotiations are pending for two more this fall to 
be erected in the city of Talladega. Most of 
this ore is the brown hematite, exhaustless hills 
of which abound along the four lines of rail- 
road which thread the country. Thore arealso 
large deposits of maguetic and red ores, easily 
accessible. 

MARALE, 

“Vast beds of marble of almost every descrip- 
tion—black, bull, clouded and purest white— 
exist in the hills which fringe Talladega valley 
on the east, beginning at Cragdale and tending 
southeasterly with the course of the Anniston 
and Atlantic railroad. This marble is suitable 
both for statuary and building purposes, and is 
fully uv to the Parian variety. The block 
which was given to the Washington Monument 
association was mistaken by them for veritable 
Italian marble, and was, at first; rejected as ao 
impesition, 

OTHER MINERALS, 

Gold is found and mined with success 
Messrs J. B. Woodward and F. A. Gerrish con- 
trol ihe Waldo gold mines on Talladega creek, 
near Waldo. Red and yellow ochre of good 
quality is being developed. Not far from Syl- 
lacaugea, on Dr, Hill’s place, are great quantities 
of grindstone, which was extensively utilized 
during the civil war. Lime rock and fireproof 
clay are ebundant. Hydraulic cement and 
slate exist in several localities, and lithographic 
stone and tripoli have also been discovered in 


the county. : 
WATERING PLACES, 


Asa natural result of the enormous quanti- 
ties of metais imbosomed in the soil, and of the 
chemicals held in solution, there are many val- 
uable mineral springs in the county. Three of 
her summer resorts, Talladega, Chandler, and 
Shocco springs, enjoy a wide celebrity, and af- 
ford the several kinds of mineral water. 
Shocco springs are only two miles from the city 
of Talladega. 

AGRICULTURE, 

This is one of the best watered and most 
fruitful counties in the union, following as it 
does the course of the Coosa river, on the 
western limit, and having within its territory 
four large creeks, Choccoloc, Cheaha, Tallade- 


ga and Taliassebatchee, with their numerous | 


tributaries, besides a great number of smaller 
creeks and rivulets, confluents of the river. 
With a reasonable outlay of judgment and 
labor, the coves and valley lands, embracing a 
considerable area of the county, can be made 
exceedingly remufierative; hence, agriculture 
is one of our chief industries, 
PRODUCTS, 

These take a broad range, since we are al- 
most under the tropics, and possess all the 
soils, bleck, dark, red} gray, white and sandy, 
and every elevation between 500 and 3,000 
feet above the level of the sea. Cotton, corn, 
oats, wheat, rye, sugar cane, the millets, the 
yinee, (peas, beans, Irish and sweet potatoes, 
melons, pumpkins, etc.) clover and the grasses, 
form the principal crops. Rice, barley, broom 
corn, tcbacco, hemp, flax and indigo are also 
grown successfully. Orchard, garden and wild 
fruits are bouatiful and luscious, 

FLORA, 


Almost every tropical flower flourishes here 


in open air during at least six months of the 
year in all its native beauty. The margin of 
the streams in spring are lined with blossom- 
ing and fragrant trees. Our fgresta in the 
warmer months are varigated with a thousand 
different hnes, The species of indigenous 
wild flowers are innumerable, Sa 
FORESTS AND TIMBER, 
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from this point, the extensive wood works and 
cabinet shops whieh constitute the two priaci- 
pal departments of the Eagle works, and the 
taw mills to be met with everywhere 
in the county certify to the abund- 
anceand value of our timber. An impres- 
sion has scarcely been made on our primeval 
forests of longleaf yellow pine. Thesestately 
and evergreen giants are among the crowning 
glories of this section. Apart from these there 
is also a limitless profusion of other woods, 
neeful and ornamental, red, black, white, span- 
ish, and post caks, hickory, popular, waluut, 
cedar, chestnut, ash, willow, beech, the fruit 
bearing trees, aspen, spruce, etc. 
TALLADEGA VALLEY, 

This is one of the most fertile and heavyen- 
blest tracts on the globe, and is renowned for 
its surpassing loveliness. It is about twenty- 
three miles in length, is from three to five 
miles in width, and is the center and radiating 
point of the industries and mineral resources 
we have been mentioning. In itis thecity of 
Talledega, which is fast enlarging her bounda- 
ries and power. 


P A Legitimate Boom, 


WHAT A PROMINENT GENTLEMAN THINKS OF 
TALLADEGA AND HER FUTURE. 

It must be understood that with all these 
natural advantages at her doors, Talladeza has 
determined to enlarge her power, and take ad- 
vantage of her resources. Thereis no reason 
to question the future, and no cause for doubt- 
ing the fact that this city must of necessity 
become, before a great while, one of the lead- 
ing iron centres of the south. 

Concerning the outlook in Talladega, I asked 
Colonel W. H. Skaggs, the present mayor of the 
cits: 

‘You have a handsome little city, colonel, 
tell me something as to why you hope to 
grow?” : 

“We hope to grow because we have all the 
advantage which nature could bestow upon 
apy inland city. Weare surrounded by more 

~atenial wealth than any other city in the 
tate of Alabama. It only remains for us to 
evelop the material resources which lie roucd 
bout us," Diversified industry is the great 
‘ccret ofthe prosperity in the south today. 
Too lorg have the southern people given their 
attention to one particular line of industry. 
Here in Alabama, according to the last census 
report, there were more than seventy-fivé per 
cent of the people engaged in one line of in- 
dustry. They were all producers of one article 
and there were no consumers. Talladega 
would have been a great city before today had 
ig not been for this prevailing tendency so 
prevelent inthe south. Thecity has been 
supported solely by the agricultural interest of 
the productive valley in which it is located, 

Until within the past five or six years manu- 
facturing was comparatively unknown in Tal- 
ladega. Every citizen waseithera lawyer, a 
doctor, a farmer or a merchant. The rapid de- 
velopment, however, in northeast Alabama du- 
ring:the past year or two has attracted a great 
deal of attention to the vast stores of mineral 
wealth lying in Talladega county. 

Iron making of course will be the leading 
manufacturing interest in Talladega. We pro- 
pose to make iron here, because we can make 
a higher grade of iron from Talladega county 
are than can be made from any other ores in 
the state of Alabama. 

“The brown ores of Talladega and Shelby 
counties analyze from fifty-eight to sixty-two 
per cent of metalic iron with only a trace of 
phosphorous. Within the next few weeks we 
will begin work on a large charcoal plant,and so 
soon as we have obtained satisfactory freight 
rates on coal we will begin the erection of two 
coke plants. The establishment of a furnace 
plant will necessarily be followed by smaller 
industries. You knowthe great secret of At- 
lanta’s prosperity, as has been remarked time 
and again by THE @ONSTITUTION, is the diver- 
sity of the city’s industries. 

“I do not speak advisedly, but I presume that 
there is no city inthe southere states with 
more co-operation of wealth, and a greater di- 
versity of industries than the ‘‘Gate City.” 
This will insure the permanent prosperity of 
anycity. Every ‘‘booming” town in Alabama 
claims one or more new furnace enterprises. 
It is a great mistake, howcver, to think that 
the building ofa furnace or two or three fur- 
naces wil! be necessarily followed by the 
growth and prosperity of the cities in which 
they may be located. 

“Tron-making withont other industries will 
notadd agreat Geal tothe prosperity ofany city 
Iron, you know, it has been stated, is the bs- 
rometer of commerce That is, the rise or fa'l 
ofiron will be followed by the rise or fall of 
other products ofthe mills. Of courssif we 
should establish three or four furnace3 in Tal- 
ladega they would employ a great many hands 
and it would give trade tothe merchants and 
signs of life and activity to the town,but in case 
ofa depreseionin the iron market these farna+zes 
wonld gooutof blast and these hands would 
be idle; and if we would depend solely upon 
such an exterprise 5 for our sapport we would 
experience a great dullness in trade in case of 
such a depression. 

‘Those who have charge of the development 
of our interests here realize the great natural 
advantages which weenjoy,and propose to 
build a cily, not for a ‘boom,"bat for permanent 
presperity. 

“For the past five or six years, I have b3en 
continuously tempted to go to the growing city 
of Birmingham where there was more money 
and more opportunities for a young man, bat 
knowing the great natural advantages of our 
own town, I have remained here, and it has 
been my heart’s desire to see a great city built 
in this beautiful valley. I believe the Talla- 
dega Land and Improvement company, which 
was incorporated by myself and friends some 
three months ago, will have sa flicient financial 
strength to carry out my views. It will not be 
our policy to make all our investments in the 
manufacture ofiron, but we propose to make 
Talladega a city of diversified manufacturing 
interests, and great commercial prosperity. 

“You sre doubiless aware that the lands of 
Talladega valley are regarded the most produc- 
t:ve in Alabama, and that the farmers of Talla- 
dega county are the best to-do farmers in the 
stite. You will find more elegant farm homes 
in Talladega county than in any other section 
of Alabama,” 

‘What is the character of your people?” 

“Talladega has always enjoyed the reputa- 
tion of being in a social way one of the most 
atttactive Places in Alabama. Educational ai- 
vantages here have always been superior. No 
city in Alabama has produced so many men of 
prominence in political and financial circles, 
It is hardly necessary to comment upon the 
fact that Talladega has produced two of the 
justices of the supreme court and was the home 
of Senator Morgan in his boyhood, besides 
many other prominent men. Society in Talia- 
dega is refined and dignified, but not clannish. 
Churches of the four leading Protestant de. 
nominations are here, state institfition for the 
deaf, dumb and blind. We built last year hero 
one of the fixest public school buildiags.in the 
country.” 


: Immense Ore Deposits. 
SOME VALUABLE INFORMATION CONCERNING THR IRON 
ANOUND TALLADEGA. 
The extent and value of the brown heniatite 
ores of Talladega and Shelby counties have, 
for the pest three or four years, commanded 
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comyany, Which have been manipulating aa 
ores £0 successfully by manufacturing the h'g)- 
est grade of chilled car wheel iron made in t2e 
southern states, have attracted the attention of 
‘ron makers to this section, The Woodstock 
Iron company have secured some of the most 
valuable brown ore deposits in this section. 
That the growth of Anniston is dae wholly to 
the profits of the Woodstock Iron company 02 
pig iron manufactured from the ores of Talila- 
dega county is well known. e 

Some three or feur years ago Mr. Samuel No- 
ble, realizing that he had exhausted the ore de- 
posits of Calhoun county, lying in and wija- 
cent to the city of Anniston, opened negotii- 
tions with the Alabama Iron company, a‘ thit 
time controlled and managed by S. S. Gliddea, 
one of the most successful and perhaps the 
earliest manufacturer of iron who came south 
after the war. 

ANNISTON’S RELATIONS. 

The negotiations between Mr. Glidden and 
the Woodstock Iron company resulted in the 
purchase of the well known Ciifton ore beds, 
lying six miles southeast of the city of Talla- 
dega. Immediately after this purchase the 
Anniston and Atlantic railroad was incorpora- 
ted by the stockholders of the Woodstock [ron 
company, and built for the sole purpose of 
parelleling the great deposits of iron ore 
that lie in the hills running parallel with the 
Appalachian chain through Talladega and 
Shelby counties. [mmediately after this pur- 
chase, the Woodstock Iron company and a ma- 
jority of the stockholders of the Clifton Iron 
company located the most complete charcoal 
plant in the southern states six miles southeas' 
of the city of Talladega on the A. and A. rail- 
Z ad. 

The ores from this bed analyze from 58 to 63 
percent metaliic iron without a trace of phos- 
phorus, and are, beyond on all question, among 
the mest valoable ores forthe manufacture of 
steel in the southern states. The same grade 
of cres are found in the hills of Talladega 
county, running northeast and southwest, on 
the land of Talladdga Land and Improvement 
company. 

About one and a half miles north of the city 
of Talladega are large deposits of the same 
grade of ores as are fonnd at the Clifton ore 
beds, An analysis made by Mr Ed Riley, City 
Roads; London, and other assayers in Phila- 
delphi and Chicago, from a number of samples 
taken from these beds, show an average of 
58 per cent of metallic iron with only a trace of 
phosphorous, 

EXPERTS AT WORK, 

For the past three or four weeks an experi- 
enced iron man, sent out by parties in Paila- 
de!phia, whoare interested in the Talladega 
Land and Improvement company, has been in- 
vestigating the ore properties owned by this 
company and other ore properties in Talladega 
county. Hespent two of three weeks in the 
city of Anniston before his visit to Talladega, 
and fully investigated the cost of manu fa:tur- 
ing iron there. He represents parties who 
have ample capital to engageextensively in the 
manufacture of iron in northeast Alabama,and 
after a full investigation of the question he un- 
hesitatingly states that iron can be made in 
Talladega from seventy-five to ninety conts 
per ton cheaper than at Annis- 
ton—either charcoal or ccke iron. He ex- 
plains as the reason that the ores lying adja- 
cent to Talladega are more accessible and show 
a smaller trace of phosphorus. Then, too, the 
ciiy of Talladega is from ten to fifteen miles 
nearer coalthan the city of Anniston. An- 
other feature advantageous to Talladega is the 
fact that limestone abounds here in the greatest 
abundance. Carloads of limestone pass through 
the city of Talladega every day from the ex- 
tensive limestone quarries on the Talladega 
and Coosa Valley railroad, four miles norith- 
west of the city of Talladegs, to supply the 
furnaces of the Woodstock Iron company, a‘ 
Ircnton, Jenifer and Anniston, At least {0 par 
cent of the ores now used by the Woodstock 
Iron company are mined in thecounty of Tal- 
ladega and within seven miles of the city of 


Talladega. 
INEXHAUSTIBLE IRON ORE. 


The Wocdstock Iron company, or a majority 
of the stockhclders of the Anniston and At- 
lantic railroad, have ex ended this road to S7l- 
lacauga, where it connects with the Georgia 
Central system, and it is claimed thatitis the 
purpose of the Woodstock Iron company to 
erect two coke plants at or near Syllacauga so 
soon AS the Talladega and Coosa 
Valley railroad is completed to the coal fields. 
This plainly indicates that Mr. Noble is not 
ignorant of the superior advantages in and 
around the city of Talladega. He realized, as 
above stated, that the Talladega ores are com: 
paratively inexhaustible, and he must control 
valuable ore proyerties in this vicinity or shut 
down his furnace plants at Anniston, It is said 
by one of the most experienced iron men now 
in Alabama: “The city of Talladega has within 
two wiles of its public square enough iron and 
enough limestone tosupply a dozen or more 
farnace plants for in unlimited period.” It 
scemms & little strange that these properties 
have remained so long undeveloped. Talladega, 
however, is a quiet, ante bellum city that has 
never enjoyed a “boom.” Jt has been content 
to grow slowly but permanently, and has been 
supported wholly by the agricultural interest 
of the surrounding country. 

Talladega Valley is still found to be the most 
fertile section of Alabama. This is another 
gigat advantage which the city of Talladega 
has over the city of Anniston. The country 
around Anniston is comparatively barren, 
whereas the Valley of Talladega is ons of the 
most productive sections in the southern states, 
and the planters of Talladega county are roe- 
ported as the best to do farmers in the state of 
Alabama. 

TAKING ON NEW LIFE. 

The old town of Talladega has taken on new 
life. Since the existence of the Talladega 
Land and Improvement company, property 
has rapidly advanced. Lying adjacent to the 
Jaxds purchased by the Talladega Land and 
Improvement company at $50 per acre are 
lands now selling at $1,000 per acre, and it is 
impossible tobuy any lands within several 
miles of the city at lees than several handred 
dollars per acre. 

ENGLISH CAPITALISTS INTERESTED, 

George W. Chambers, who for a while was 
in the service of the Woodstock Iron company, 
became scquainted with Talladega ores, and 
quietly invested all his money in these prop 
erties. Some eighteen months ago he went to 
London ani called the attention of capitalists 
in thatcity to the iron proenties of Talladega. 
When he returned from London he brought 
with him Mr. Ralph Bennett, one of the most 
expericnced iron men of Smithwick, Mr. 


- Bennett spent several weeks in Alabama, and 


visited Ironton, Annisttod and Shelby icon 
wo) ks aud other points, and when he retarned 
to Lendon he submitted to his friends the 
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carefully examined and investigated the ex 
tent and value of the iron property, limestone, 
the cost of labor and other matters in connec- 
tion with the manufacture of iron and he was 
convinced that iron could be made cheaper in 
the city of Talladega than any other place in 
the world. 
A LONDON COMPANY. 

The Talladega Iron company was incorpor- 
ated in the city of London after Mr. Bennett 
returned, with a capital of £75,000. It was the 
purpose of this company to begin operations in 
the city of Talladega some twelve months ago, 
but owing to the death of one of the largest 
stockholders of the company the matter was 


deferred. 
Recent communications from Mr. Bennett 


state that he has reorganized the company, and 
that he will sail with his friends for Talladega 


during the month of May. 

It is reported by the London Iron Trade Re- 
view that the gentlemen interested in the Tal- 
ladega Ircn company aremen of high stand- 
ing in business circles, and of considerable 
capital, and that their investment in the state 
of Alabama would represent one of the strong- 
est English syndicates which has ever come 


south. 
This company owns over 2,000 acres of ore 


property, and considerable property in and ad- 
jacent to the city of Talladega, and it is stated, 


though not on responsibile authority, that they 

are interested in the Talladega Land and Im- 

provement company. 

If these gentlemen reach the city of Talla- 
dcga within the next sixty days that city will 
certainly enjoy one of the greatest “booms” 
which any city outside of Birmingham has 
ever experienced in the state of Alabama, 

NEW IRON FURNACES, 

It is reported that parties from Columbus, 
Ga., Selma and other points have organized a 
fornace company for the purpose of erecting 
two furnace plants near the city of Talladega. 
Thee parties control the celebrated Reyno!ds- 
Whiting ore beds. Professor Smith, sta‘e geol- 
ogist, stated that the Reynolds-Whiting ore bod 
was decidedly the most valuable and extensive 
ore deposits in the southern states. These ore 
becs lie eight miles southwest of the city of 
Talladega, along the same range of hills a3 the 
Clifton ore beds and other property owned by 
the Talladega Land and Improvement cpm- 
pany. But deposits of brown hematite ores, it is 
of interest to state, l'e parallel with the Apala- 
chian chain. From Cherokce county to Bibb 
county you pass over the most valuable brown 
ore deposits in the southern states. The ex- 
treme northerly limits of these deposits are 
found near Cedar Town, Ga, and have been 
worked for some years by the Cherokee Iron 
company. The deposits, however, ia the state 
of Georgia, and in Cherokeeand Calhoun coun- 
ties, in the state of Alabama, are not so vala2- 
ble and extensive as in Talladega and She.by 
counties. The deposits in Talladega and Shel- 
by counties have only a trace of phosphoras, 
and in those further north are contained a 
higher percentage of phosphorus, and are not 
desirable for steel making purposes. 

The Shelby Iron company, the primitive iron 
smelters of Alabama,have for more than thirty 
years been enccessfully operating at Shelby 
Iron Works, four miles from Colambiana, and 
bave not exbausted the deposits contained in 
the small tract of forty acres, Ifthe ore they have 
worked co far does notexhaust forty acres,the 
fact seems to indicate the folly of the state- 
rmeut that brown ores being found in pockets 
are uncertain as to extent, 7 

INTERESTING HISTORY. 

Horace Ware, perhaps the primitive iron- 
maker of Alabama, had a crude furnace at 
Shelby iron works before the war, and old citi- 
zexr § say that the first iron he made wa:shipped 
to England, and returned to him in cutlery, 
which he peddled over the state of Alabama. 
(nder the most strained financial circumstances 
he held his property after the war, when a 
majority of the stockholders tried the freezing 
precefs on him. He finally disposed of it ata 
handsome profit, and reinvested his profits in 
the Clifton iron company, near Talladega. 
The old furnace plants at Jenifer, formerly 
known asthe Alabama furnace, was perhaps 
the second plant established in the state of 
Alabama. 

Mr, Clabaugh, at present a retired citizen of 
Birmingham, made afew tons of iron per day 
from this plant before the war. However, the 
property was confiscated by the confederate 
government, and its products were shipped to 
Selma, where the best guns ever used by the 
confederate navy were manufactured. The 
great boast of Selma boomers today is the fact 
that the confederate government supplied its 
navy with some of its best guns from Selma, 
that they were loaded at Selma and floated 
down the Alabama. 

Some three or four years ago when Alabama 
was on a “boom,” the city of Selma, like many 
other cities in Alabama, caught the inspiration 
of thé hour and started out with new life. At 
that time W. H. Skagys, who Was the publisher 
of the AJabama Industrial, perhaps the first in- 
dustrial journal published in this state, during 
his visit to Selma, for the purpose of writing up 
the advantages and resources of the ‘central 
city,” by accident, met one of the mechanics of 
tke East Tennessee shops, who had been in the 
service of the confederate government, and the 
chief mechanical director of the Catesby-Jones 
operations of the confederate navy. In an in- 
terview with Mr. Skaggs at that timo, this party 
gave a full history of the operations at Selma, 
the manner of manufacturingiron ia Talladega 
county, and the shipment of same toSelma and 
casting gurs for the confedarate navy at that 
place. It was a great day for Selma when the 
Jargest and best guns, which stood the highest 
test of any artillery in the confederate navy, 
was put on a boat built for that special purpose 
at Selma and floated down tke Alabama, 

CONFEDERATE COAL MINES. 

The Ragland Coal mines were visited a few 
weeks ago by your correspondent, and there he 
was shown by Mr. Morgan, brother of Senator 
Morgan, the old coal beds as worked by the 
confcderate government. These coal beds, or 
Ragland mine: furnished coal for the confed- 
erste government. and there are now 
great piles of coal lying adjacent to the open- 
ixrg, covered with trees and undergrowth, 
which have grown up since the mines were 
operated. It isa little remarkable that these 
mines bave never been developed. They scem 
to have quietly rested, however, awaiting capi- 
taland enterprise. So far, they are permitted to 
remein as evidences of the great material re- 
sources at the back of the confederate govern- 
ment, illustrative of its inability to command 
its own natural advantages. These mines are 
located on the East and West railroad, and it 
seems an inviting field is presented for invas'- 
ment ard the development of this coal property 
at Regland mines. It can be shipped to Chat- 
tanooga, Birmingham and Anniston,

Macon, Ga, May 7.—[Special.]—At about 10 
o'clock this morning the first experimental 
alarm was rung in from box 15 by Alderman 
Davis, of the board of fire mastors. 

So soon as the great gong in the engine house 
threw out the proper number the boys began 
scuffing around to get out, and ere the crowd 
of spectators became aware that the boys were 
getting off, they were gone flying down Cotton 
avenue, Harper driving the reel team and Dom- 


inick the steamer. 

As the reel turned into Cherry street at 
Lagerquirt’s corner Harper saw a wagon be- 
longing to the Southern Express company ia 
the street, and he had to make [a quick turn to 


avoid a collision. 

The two big Kentucky horses came around 
with a bound, and the wheels of the reel struck 
the oval top of the water cistern, at that point, 
and like a flash the reel capsized, throwing the 
seven firemen in all directions. 

Jobn Striks fell heavily on tho hard ground 
ard rolled over just as the pondrons whee!s 
came down witha crash, narrowly missing hi: 
body. Chief Jones also had a narrow e-cspe. 

Friends ran to Striks’s assistance, other3 
caught the horses, who were getting fright- 
excd, and as soon as the firemen conld recover, 
they turned around and drove back to the en- 
gine house, 

Striks was carried up-staira and put to b<4, 
and Dr. W. C. Gibson was sent for. 

Lotions were applied to his bruises, and, 
although he complained a good deal of pa‘n in 
bis back and hips, he was found to be slightly 
injured, comparatively.

When the recorder tried him he was unie- 
termined as to whether he could fine Daily for 
resisting an officer, as Butner was nota regular 
patro]man, but he stuck Daily for ten dollars 
or ten days in the gang.

A Field of 150 Acresof Cora Destroyed by 
Them. 

Sy_tvanta, Ga., May 7.—/Spscial.]—A new 
and cestructive pest to farmers has recently 
played havoc witha one hundred and fifty 
acre field of corn belonging’to Mr. E D. White, 
in this county. This new destroyer, before 
which the lively locust and the energetic grass- 
hopper must pale into insignificance, is the 
regular old black jumping, chirping cricket. 
Collected together in innumerable hordes, these 
little insects took possession of Mr. White’s 
one hundred and fifty acres of corn, which was 
up and growing prettily, and so rapidly and 
effeciaally did they do their work, that in a 
few days almostthe entire field was detsroyed, 
so much sothatthe entire field had to be 
plowcd up and replanted. <A careful examin2- 
tion revealed burrows all over the field, waere 
the industrious creatures carried the young 
corn and stored it away, after they had cnt it 
down. Itisnotknown where these crickets 
came from, but itis thought that the cause of 
their appearance in such vast numbers is a 
local cne,

It represents the put cses and desires of the 
citizers; for, recently, when there wasa 
svegestion that the rate be increased, a pub- 
lic wee.ing unsnimously decided that to ir- 
creere the rate would be very poor policy. 

Nevertheless, the rate has besn veiy ma- 
teriely incressed. The tax assessois of the 
tovn bave been at work, and the resalt ‘s 
that the taxable valueof pioperty in We.t 
Fod kas kren encimously increased. in 
mrny ircteane sthe taxable value of homes 
bave l2en doublcd. In some instanccs there 
kes tcenen iverecseof one hundred and 
fiity percent. The assessoiz3 say that they 
have atlemptcd to equalize valucs, and they 
have succeeded by making ell too high, It 
is claimed that the assersment has been 
made on the basis of the merket value of 
the properiy if cut up into lots aud offered 
for sole. 

In the opinion of THE CoNSrITUTION, this 
policy will prove very injurious to West Eid 
if it ‘s persistc1 in. Even the mest prosper- 
ovs communities connoi afford to tax the 
homes of cit'zens'at their pidbable market 
value. Nocommunity could long survive 
such a policy. <A wise distinction is invaii- 
ably mode be' ween the homes of citizens and 
property that *s held for rentor for sale. 
The ass: sors at West fund have made no 
such distinction, and the result will be that 
the policy they have inaugurated will inter- 
fere very mateiially with the prosperiiy and 
the development of the town. It is, in faci, 
arninous policy. 

Take, for instance, the costly homes that 
baye keen built upon Peachtree street. If 
these were ascessed for what they would 
fetch on the market subdivided into small 
Jots, the policy would result in diving the 
owners of thece homes ont of the city. The 
1eront assessments in West End are not only 
too high on property of ajl kinds, but no 
jvst dicciimination hes been made between 
bomes rund property held for rent or sale. 
All this means that the ra‘e of taxation in 
W st End, ivstead of being 30 cents on the 
hundr:d, hes been raised by an vuw'se y9l- 
icy to 6U and 75 cents on the hrudred. 

THE CONSTITUTION has an inter: st in the 
iature of West Eed, rnd our aivice to the 
citizens of the town isto go s'owin the 
matter of high taxation—for this is what the 
present policy mesrs, and nothing else.

A recent report ofthe Urited States com- 
mercial agent at London, Ontario, discloses 
this dpuger in a way which demands at- 
tention, 

Under the interstate law freights from 
New York to Canada have been raised so 
high that Canadian merchants find it to their 
advantege to purchase fiom England evticles 
which, urder railroad competition. our mer: 
chants and manufactureis cou'd taprly 
cheaper than the English. The raising of 
rates to this fatal point is n¢orzzary under 
the literal enforc2ment of the long and short 
haul clarse. Ju some case3 where freights 
have not been put so as to shut ons the com- 
mercial enterprize of the United States, the 
railroads refuse to give any rates at all be- 
cause of the unceiieinty as to the corstruc- 
tion of the law by the commissioners. This 
course is iclly as diesastrors a3 the esiablish- 
ment of prohibitory rates. 

An instance js given of a Canadien mer- 
chant who abandoned an attempt to pur- 
chase $10,000 worth of California gcods be- 
cavse the railroads could not inform him 
what charges they would bs compelled to 
make. Where rates are definitely known they 
are from 25to 100 per cent higher than the 
old rates, 

It will be seen, therefore, that our commer- 
cial relations with Canada are in a state of 
confusion and the outlook for our Canadian 
trade is decidedly gloomy. It is said that 
even if ¢ »ngress should repeal the interstate 
act at the next s-ision orr trade with Cana- 
da wijl have sufferc1 a damage which i; 
will require years to repair.

An Assartt on Southern Farmers, 
Fiom the Southern Farm. 

A coi. easy ondent cends us the following, for 
which he asks space in The Southern Farm, The 
wiiierisa gentleman of great ability, high posi- 
tion, and bas been a cloze ob ‘erver for many years, 
Indeed, bissianding 's such that we print his 
cle while we do not agree with his assertions, But 
hear him for himself. He writes: 

EpiToks SOUTHERN Farm :—I assert that the 
southern farmer is in a worse condition today than 
he was ten years ago, and that his diflicalties 
deepen year by year. : 

Gov. Fitz Hugh Lee, said in a public speech two 
months ago, that the farmers of Virginia were 
pcorer than they had been since the war. 

A wholesale merchent told me he had investi- 
gaied the condition ofaffairsin Floyd, Hancock 
acd Brooks counties, ofthis state, three ofthe 
finest counties in Georgia, and was satisfied there 
were not fifvy farmeis in either county who would 
not be bankrupted if forced to settle their debts in 
aweek. This deplorable condition is not due to 
our soil or climate. Itis dustothe wrong-head- 
edness of the farmer, their unsystematic method:, 
their wastefulness, their devotion to one crop, and 
debt for all else they need. Letme state another 
case for you. Let one thousand farmers from cen- 
tral Obio be transported to Georgia and put onone 
thousand Georgia farms. Let them take these 
farms with their morigages and liens, their poor 
stock, their run down iavdsand their wretcucd 
equipment. Now, take the thousand Georgia farm- 
ers who make place for them and put them on the 
one thousand Obio faims vacated. Let them take 
these farms with their rich lands, their 
freecom from the debt, their superb equipment, 
the fat bank accounis of their owners, their splen- 
did horses ard berns and their accumulated fat- 
ness. What wculd be the result? In ten years the 
Obio ferms would be .en down by the Georgians, 
their lands and crops mortgaged and the Georgians 
would protest that they conld not make a hiying 
in a Jacd where there was only four months sum- 
mer. The Georgia farms would have been pid 
out of debt by the Ohians, rehabilitated, finely 
equipped, put Gown to grass aud covered with 
stock. The debts would be peid, there would be 
bajJances in bank and the Ohians be delightee to 
find how easy it was to make moneg in a cliwate 
where there is nize rouths of summer, 

This isa hard thing totray of our southern far- 
nee from the bottom of my heart I believe it

Now, what will be the result of this? Northern 
capital will finally pc.sess our lands and norsbern 
settiers occupy them. Huge syndicates will be 
made in the northern moaey centers to buy land 
by the ten thonsand acres. The southern farmer 
will find that he has lost his patrimony and has 
become a tenant on the pleasure of his alien land- 
lords. I am not a bilious man. I state whit I 
earnestly believe, deplore itas I may.

The Piedmont exposition work is at last ia 
shape, and every week now will show great 
strides in the execution. The deed to the 
ground was received yesterday by the Driving 
club, and President Kingsberry, of the Driving 
club, says that he will havea force of men at 
work with’n a week. 

The county comwissioners have agread on 
apvroachestothe park. DeKalb avenue will 
be the main approach. This street corners on 
the Pat Calhoun place, formerly Judge Strong’s, 
and is just one quarter of a mile from the 
msin gatsof Piedmont park. A seventy foot 
sireet will be gradcd by the county commic- 
sioners immed'‘ately and two street car lines 
will be given space onthe street. This will 
be one of the handsomest sireots in the county. 
The commissioner; will also cutout a street 
down Bleckley avenue in front of Mr. Cal- 
pepper's residence, Another street 
wil be made to the park 
down whatis krowa as Fort stresi, This will 
give a direct eorneciion with the boulevard, 
being one square this side of Jackson strest, 
and ivonipg paiallel withit. This streat 
wil ke the mest beautifal approach ‘9 the 
perk, and w:'l furnish a dense forest drive for 
more than a ha'fmile. The approaches of the 
park are thus provided for, and large forces of 
men will be at work on them in less than a 
week, 

THE WORK ON THE BUILDINGS, 

The plan for the me‘n brilding has practi- 
eilly been executed. This will ba 52) feet 
long, 9S fest wide with two wings of equal 
width end a ceoniral tower one hundred feat 
square, eud two and a Ialf stories high. 
There will also ba two end 
towers akont foiiy fees eqara, The 
pien is now inthe hands of Mr. Wheeler, the 
architect, for finiebing, and Mr. Peck, say 317>- 
tendent, stat-3 that he ,will be ready 
to begin work in ten day3. 
Besides the main building there 
will be a machinery hall, art gallery, buildings 
for poultry and bench show, and such other 
buildings as necessity may develop es exhibits 
come in. A very hsendsome feriare of the 
grounds will be the ornamental gates and en- 
trances. There will be mate very handsome 
after plans by one of our best architects, The 
g.and stand will be built by the Driving club, 
end will have a central tower suicounded with 
bread piezzas for the use of members of the 
club. The interior will bea saloon and wait- 
ing rooms for refreshments. 

The work on the buildings and on the grounds 
will give employment during the dull season of 
the year to not les: than one thousand men, and 
every dollar spent will come back into the hands 
of the people. 

THE PLANS OF THE DRIVING CLUB.

Thete he may retire by 
getting five new members, at one hundred dol- 
lars each, Thete bonds are being subscribed for 
libeially, and a fund of ten thousand dollars 
will coon be raiccd, and retired in three months. 
acding 100 to the membership of the club, and 
twelve hundred dollars to the annual revenue. 
With this money the D.iving club will imme: 
diately beautify its grounds. Ten thou-and 
dcllers spent under the supervision of a fine 
lanudtcape gardener will make many beagutifal 
drives, putup the foun‘ains, and lay out orna- 
mente] flower beds, so thatthe grounds will be 
beautiful by the time that the gates of the fair 
are opened. There is great enthusiasm am mg 
the members of the club, and a determination 
to make Piedmont park the most beautifa’ 
Criving park in the south.

Presicent Harle and the Trustees Explain | 
How Matters are Progressing. 
President J. W. Harle, ofthe board of tras- 
tees of the Y. M. C. A. building, entertained 
the board at a supperat the Kimball house on 
Thursday night.

The 
manner of taising money, the talk it craat-:d 
throughout the country, the number of sab- 
scribeig, which was larger in proporiion to the 
populat‘on than any list ever made fora Y.M. 
C. A. building, and the earnestness that p2r- 
vaded the whole matter was infectious from . 
Merylend to Texas. Atlanta’s praies wis on 
every lip and Atlanta’s example fire! 
every city. She completed the work 

of raising her eighty thonvsand dollars less 
than two years ago. Since that time there are 
now being built, or with funds raised for build- 
ing, forty Young Men's Christian association 
buildings throughout the south, It is safe to 
ray that three-fourths of theses aro the dirsct 
inspiration and outcome of the Atlanta move- 
ment. Not only has Atlanta’s action inspired 
the erection of new buildings but it has stimu- 
lated the Young Men’s Christian associavion 
work.

Each of 
these ac*csiations look with pride and anxiety 
to the monument Atlanta is building to the 
cause in which they aro all engag- 
ed. The speaker had frequently found 
tivalries and jealousies towards At- 
lanta in her bueiness and social enterprises, - 
but never one man who had not spoken with 
sympathy and cordiality of the work she had 
done for the Y. M. C. A. causa. He testified 
with plessure’*to the grand results that had 
already come from the step Atlanta had taken. 
What he wanted now was a candid answer to 
the question, is Atianta going to finish her 
building in first-class shape? Wiilshe pay for 
it as it is finished, and equip it as it should ba? 
These questions he had been frequently asked, 
and often with misgiving. He had been un- 
able to make defixite reply. Such a reply he 
asked earnestly tonight from those who were 
present, and who were in possession of the 


faci. 

Mr, H. L. Peel, treasurer. stated that the 
subscription listin his hands called for $77,000, 
Of this smovnt he had collected 335,000. There 
was about 412,009 apportioned among 413 snb- 
eciibers of which nothing had been paid. Most 
of these were sma}! subscribers, many of whom 
promised to pay later, some of whom could not 
be found, and more of whomtbe collector 
would be able to make definite report about in 
the future. The bills of the contractors hal 
been paid promptly, and there was still moncy 
in the treasury. Thocollectors were at work 
sieadily and made daily reports. He was in- 
clined to believe that not more than seven 
thousand dollars ofthe original subscription 
would bs lost; an unusually small percentage 
for a popular subscription— being less than ten 
per cent, 

Mr. W. Woods White stated that he knew 
eeveval gentiemen who had paid nothing, but 
who int:nded to pay the whole amount of 
their subscriptions with ons check. Those 
whom he had in mird were perfectly solvent, 
were earnestly in favor of the work, and would 
at the proper time pay the total of thoir sub- 
scriptions at once. 

Mr. H. W. Grady stated that the answer to 
Mr. William’s questions was plain. The build- 
ing would be finished in first class shape, and 
would be paid for and propery equipped. The 
grcund had cost about twelve thousand dol- 
je13. Thecontrict for building was about fi*- 
ty-one thone:nd dollars, and incidental ex- 
penees about eicht thousand dollsrz, includiag 
five thousand dollars paid to ths atsociation. 
This mide a totalof seventy-two thousand 
dollars. He felt confident that the collections 
from ths present list would approximate that 
amount. There would be needed when 
the building was completed this 
winter, a fund of perhaps ten thousand dollars 
with which to give it a perfect equipment, and 
pay whatever deficit there might be in the 
buuding fund. That money could be raised 
in a few nights by a repetition of the meetings 
held two years ago at the houses of subscribarg 
for the purpose of raising the original fund. 
Atlanta had her heart in the Y. M. C.A. 
bui'ding, and was determined that it should be 
perfected, and should stand not only as a 
monument to her enterprise, and liberality, 
but as a safeguard for her youth. 

Mr E Chamberiin said there would be 
no diflicuity in having ali the trustees to pay 
their entire enbscription at once. A cirenlar 
cent toihe subscribers would induces many 
others to give a check in full for their sub- 
a £0 as to prevent a day’s delay in the 
work, 

Mr, E. P. Howell endorsed Mr. Chamberlin’s 
suggestion asa good one, He said all of those 
who hed eubscribed to the fand should pay 
their subscription. The trueteea had taken 
the subscription list in gocd faith and in their 
cou fidence in the subscribers had contracted 
for a building which would practically exhaust 
the subsecription list. Those who refased to 
pay would simply put an additional burden on 
the shoulders of the trustees or on the other 
subscribers. He thought the circular properly 
prepared and setting forth these facts would 
result in increasing the collections. 

Mr. B, H. Hiil moved that every trustee 
agree by a rising vote to pay the amount of his 
subscription in full immediately, so as to pro- 


‘vide the treasury with a fand to carry on the 


work in shape now. 

Mr. 8. M. Inman explained that by the terms 
of ihe subscription the firet instaliment was 
not due until the roof was on the building, 
while the money on hand would not carry the 
building to that point. In arranging instail- 
ments a miscalculation was made which left a 
gap between the thiid installment and the roof, 
which would have to be filled either by a loan 
or by a number of su bers. prying up their 
subscriptions in fall in advance of the terms 
under which they subscribed. 

Mr. M. C, Kiser said he was ready to pay his 
whole subscription at once and hoped the board 
would fo vote. 

Mr. W. L. Peel urged that no loan be made, 
addirg thatif theassociation once got behind 
with the contractors either by a loan or by de- 
ferring payments it would be hard to-catch up 
again. 

President Harle pnt the motion and the 
beard vuted unanimously that each trustee 
would pay his total subscription. 

Tbe contractor-who undertook the buildin 
failed in the enterprise some months ago, an 
his bondsmen stepped into his place an gaar- 
antee the completion of the building on tke 
terms of his contract. This caneed some delay 
in the work but no loss to the a-soziation.

LITTLE SHORTY.

It was weeksand weeks after the surrender 
at Appomattox before Cottonville understood 
the full meaning of it. 

At the beginning of the war it had been our 
boast that Cottonville was slow but sure. 
Once tangled up in the struggle we did not see 
our way out of it, and when the paroled vet- 
erans in gray began to straggle homeward over 
the @d red hills we conld hardly believe that 
their return signified the end of the war. 

When a sma!! detachment of federal troops 
occupied the village there was general indig- 
naticn among our peop'e. Some of the bolder 
spirits wire in favor of wiping out the invaders 
at one swoop, but the more moderate counsels 
of the returned confederates prevailed and 
prevented the renewal of hostilities. 

One thing, however, we were all doter nined 
upon, and that was to show the miserable inter- 
lopers that Cottonville was still loyal to the 
confederacy and would submit to nothing dis- 
agreeable, 

We did not find it necessary to do anything 
rash. Weheld a few public meetings and 
passed resolutions proclaiming our devotion to 
the lost cause, but that was about all, 

Among the paroled confederates was a quiet, 
pale-faced man who was known far 
and wide as Little Shorty, One 
bsd only to look at him to see 
the appropriateness of his nick-name. Little 
Shorty, tothe great disgust of his fellow towas- 
men, refused to participate in the public de- 
monéstrations. He even went so far as to say 
that the true policy was to make the bast of 
the situation and obey whatevor laws the vic- 
tors saw fit to promulgate while we were goiag 
through the precess of reconstruction. 

Now, although Little Shorty was insignifi- 
cant in stature, he was perhaps the strongest 
man in thecounty. He wasa match for any 
two ordinary mex. This was al) that saved 
him at that time from being made the victim 
of an outbarst of popular indignation. There 
was rough talk, of course, and the prominent 
citizens as a rule ostracised him. 

“Little Shorty did his duty in the war,” re- 
marked aman oneday when the mattar was 
uncer discussion. 

“Yes, after a fashion,’ replied Colonel Jones, 
“but ycu vever heard of any of his deeds of 
daring. He simply walked through the whole 
business, and got back home without a scratch.” 

“Perhaps that was not his fault,” said the 
other. “He volunteered, you know, among 
the first.” 

“That's all right,’’ answerod the colonel! con- 
temptuously. “Ifhe hadn't volunteered he 
would haye been conscripted later. He was 
sharp enough to haye an inkling of it, and so 
he went to the front like a little man, That 
was no test of his courage. Look at him now, 
Is be standing by his people? Is he true tothe 
lost cause? Ycusee what he is doing. He 
favors submission. Hecilaims that we are a 
eulbjugated people. Idon’t know what you 
think, gentlemen, but J say that his conduct is 
that of a dactard and a traitor!” 

The words of Colonel Jones were repaated 
all over the village, and naturally they tend- 
ed toinflame public sentiment still more, It 
was true that the colonel had not been in tho 
army, but his patriotic condact in organizing 
atorch light procession when the state seceded 
had neyer been forgotten, and his fearless op- 
position to everything that came from a feder- 
al source made him a popular idol, 

The situation did notimprove as time rolled 
on. Additional blue coata were stationed at 
Cottonville., They swarmed in the streets. 
Their officers began to monopolizs the side- 
walks, and it soon became evident that the en- 
cmy was strong enoughto hold his owa, and 
that the friendship or the enmity of tho vil- 
lagers was held in light esteem. 

Presuming upon theirstrength the federals 
grew wore offensive in their behavior. They 
rguired the citizens to obtain the command- 
ing officer’s permission to hold meetiags. 
They arrested geod men on the trumped up 
charges of idle and vicious negroes, and in va- 
rious other ways the conviction was brought 
home to us that the iron heel of despotism was 
asolid reality and not a mere figure of speech. 

Strange to say, while matters were progress- 
ing frem bad to worse in this direction, the 
citizvs of Cottonville were gradually simmer- 
ing down into a submissive mood. Some 
joined the Union League, and the mijority 
expresscd opinions similar to those uttered 
by Little Shorty not very long before. 

About this time the federals began to annoy 
our people in ¢mall and petty ways. Fre- 
quently a countryman would come to town 
westing his faded gray uniform. When ho 
made his appearance in some public place a sol- 
dier would halt him, and with scarcely a word 
ofexplanation pull outa knife and cut the 
confederate buttons from his coat, As soon as 
thetown people saw what was up they were 
careful not to wear the objectionable buttoas, 
but the farmers were caught every day. Tho 
whole preceeding was so sudden and so ridicu- 
lous that the countrymen generally found the 
button fiends missing by the time they had 
turned the outrage over in their minds, 

Resistance was considered gut of the ques- 
tion. It was better to lose a few buttons than 
to be butchered. Everybody took this view of 
it. 

One morning te loungers about the court 
house saw Littl» Shorty ridinz u> the street. 
He wore his confederate jack.t, buttons and 
all.

Everybody laughed, and after Little Shorty 
had hitched his horse and made his way to the 
front of the court house, every eye was fixed 
upon his buttons. 

A federal lieutenant, who was aimlessly watk- 
ing about, had his attention attracted by the 
peculiar behavior of the crowd. He looked 
keenly at each man, and finally his eyes took 
in Little Shorty’s buttons. 

Everything that followed occurrei in su sh a 
whirl that the spectators found it difficult to 
see what was going on. 

With one quick stroke the lieutenant cut of 
one of Little Shorty’s buttons.

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BUCCANEERS AT NAPLES, 


An Interesting Story of the Early Days o 
Tlorida. 
From the Tallahassee, Fla., Taliahasseean, 


Prior to the discovery of steam, as applied 
to the purposes of navigation, and before the 
mi dern rage for scientific exp'oration and sur- 
vey had led men to penetrate to the uttermost 
ends of the earth, the greater part of Florida 
was almost'an unknown land, 

The everglades were untrodden, save by un- 
frequent bands of wandering Seminole In- 
dians, and even their tresspasses in that wi!lder- 
ness were held in check by the reptiles which 
swarm in the oozy swamps, 

There was no inducement—nothing to re- 
pay—should the patient mariner dream of 
threading the intricate navigation of the 
ccasts, deeply and variously indented as they 
‘are, studded with thousands of islands; home 
of the pelican and the cranes, the osprey, tho 
eagle and the screaming sea gull. Each river 
mouth, too, with sand aud soil washed from 
the land, abounds in treacherous shoals, 

Thus coasts and interior alike were aimira- 
bly adapted for and did become the haunt and 
refuge of the lawlgss—the savages, the smug- 
gler and the piiate—allof whom frequented 
these parts unmolested, carrying on their dep- 
redations far and wide. 

On the east coast of Americ. and on the 
Spanish: main, we read that Captain Kidd was 
pirate king, bat here on the west coast of Flor- 
ida, which now we have good reason to ex- 
pect. will soon become tke garden spot of the 
world, and where we. now see fair and prosper- 
ous cities springing into being; here, I say, was 
the headquarters of a pirate chief, who judging 
by the following narration, surpassed in dar- 
ing and savage cruelty all that I have ever 
heard ascribed to Captain Kidd. My infor- 
mant was an ajcient negro named 
Antonio Perpino, who died in Tal- 
Jahaseee at the age of 117, shortly after the 
late war. Hisown history and recollections 
would fill a good sized yolume. He was born 
in the island of Jamaica, and at the age of 16 
was valet toa British officer, who was then 
stationed there. On the breaking out of the 
war of independence, Antonio accom pauied his 
master to this continent, taking part in num- 
erous engsgemenis, amoug others that of 
Bunker's Hill. Atthe close of the war he 
drified down to the south, finally taking up 
bis abode at St. Augustine. 

When there he entered the service of the 
Spanish governor of the fort, who so far trust- 
cd him as toemploy him in carryiug dispa‘ches 
between there and the lori of St. Marks, a 
eelviceof great responsibility and attended 
with considerab'e danger aj that uusetiled 


period, 

We talk of the ‘severity of Florida wn‘crs 
now-a-days, old Antonia could tell of a sno#w- 
storm, the severest he ever experienced, whic, 
in 1802, overtook him on one occasion between 
St. Augustine and St. Marks. Bat to return 
fo our tale, 

He described traveling by land and by sea 
as dangerous in the extreme. On his frequent 
journeys fgenerally made on horseback ) he 
had to beware of hostile Indians, and also the 
buceancers, Who did not confine their opera- 
tions to the ocean only, but it was well knowa 
that they had stations some distance from the 
coast, £6 well fortified by mature and art as to 
be well nigh impenetrable. 

According to Antonio's tale, the notorious 
pirate chicf alluded to above had such a 
stronghold on the shores of ({ordon’s bay, only 
accessible through a secret passage or canal cut 
vy the pizates through the outsides peniasula 
Curiously enough, while surveying there afew 
weeks ego, we came upon this canal, which 
leads through the side of the town of ‘Naples to 
a deep natural basin beyond. ~~ 

The basin beyond, sheltered and deep, give 
a secure anchorage to the pirate fleet, while the 
fort ashore could be well garrisoned by the 
pirate crews. They found it good policy to ally 
themselves with the Seminoles, then enraged at 
the occupancy of the Spaniards, and such an 
alliance proved most formidable, as the un- 
fortunate governor at St. Augustine found to 
his cost, 

In spite of the danger attendant upon the 
voyage between Cuba and the continent, he 
kept up constant communication with the port 
of Havana,and having hitherto always made 
the journey with safety, he was induced, atthe 
earnest solicitude of his young son and daugh- 
ter, who at that time were nearly grown up, 
to let them start for the port of Havana. 

Never was decisions attended with more fa- 


. tal consequences, The pirate flotilla attacked 


the vessel in which were the children; and 
after a short, sharp struggle, the crew were 
overpowered and the children taken prisoners. 

Arrived at their stronghold on the bay, the 
pirates deliberated as tothe best way of tarn- 
ing the important capture to-account. Suam- 
monipg their Seminole allies to the council, 
they at last decided on tho bold stroke of 
marching on Fort Augustine, and calling on 
the governor to surrender. In the event of his 
refusing, they would threaten to put his child- 
ren to death. 

Little did they know the stern stuff of which 
that brave old soldier was made. In front of 
the fortress walls, according to their plan, they 
first produced the girl, threatened to destroy 
ber if their demands were not complied with. 
The staunch old governor replied that he 
would “hold the fort.” Baffled for tho time 
they again came forward, this time with the 
son, who, they belicved, was his father’s favor- 
ite child; still the governor refused, They 
then had to resort to torture. - 

In full view from the ramparts the mis- 
creants led out their captive, and tightly bind- 
ing round his head a knotted cord, through 
which was traversely thrust the barrel of a 
pistol, they deliberately proceeded to twist this 
round as 8 lever, the cord cutting through the 
ekin into the very skull. Thescreams of the 
victim were heard within the fort as he im- 
plored his father to yield. 

But no, the governor would not treat with 
them at all. Sorely tried as he must have 


been he doubtless knew that no 


could be placed on any treaty made with such 
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simply mean the torture and maesicre of his | 


whole command. 

Evreged at his persistent refusal, the roffisns 
so increased the pressure of the ligature that 
the boy fe}l lifeless in the hands of his tormen- 
ters; It was afterwards found that the skull 
was actually fractured, 

Madédened by the sight, the governor, head- 
ipg the defenders, made a furious sally from 
the fort, routing the pirates and Indians, who 
broke for the woods, leaving the dead body of 
the son, but, unhappily, carrying off with them 
the hapless gir], 

Prolonged but fruitless was the chase after 
the fiendish crew. Too well they knew the 
forest labyrinths, and in deep sorrow and de- 
jection the pursuers returned. A raid was after- 
wards made on the pirates on Gordon’s bay, 
but all too late. Their stronghold was aban- 
doned, and the poor captured girlno more was 
seen or heard of. 

Such was the taleas told by the old negro 
eye witness and participant of those trazical 
events, and hard it is today, looking at the 
quiet waters of the lovely land-locked bay, to 
realize that midst these scenes so fair, such 
— decds were done, and at such a recent 

ate.

HOW THE RED-COASS ESCAPED. 


In the month of Avgust, 1814, dnring the last 
war between the United States and England, 
the American sloop of war Adams, of twenty- 
four guns, under command of Captain Charles 
Morris, put into Penobscot Bay, on the coast of 
Maire, for the purpose of taking in provisions 
and water. The Adams had recently captured 
several British vessels, and had on board sixty 
prisoners, sailors and officers, and it was Cap- 
tain Moriis’s intention to dispose of them by 
shutting them up inthe jail at Wiscasset, until 
they should be exchanged. 

The weather was very thick and foggy that 
morping, and, bya blunder of the pilot, the 
vessel was run aghore on Isle au Haut, and only 
got off, in a leaky condition, by lightening. It 
was then decided to go up the Penobscot, past 
Cattine, for repairs, The prisoners, and twonty- 
five of the ship’s crew, sick of scurvy, were 
therefore landed at Camden, then a small coast 
village, and tarned over to the town oflicers, 
wiih a request to march the captives to jail, and 
tu give the yankee sailors the best accommoda- 
tions possible. 

It was & beavy demand to make of sosmalla 
town. Many of the men were away, either at 
sca or in the army, and it was difficult to get 
tegetber a sufficient guard. Meantime, some of 
the prisoners were wandering about the village, 
going where they pleased, having good hamor- 
edjy promised Licutenant Hanford. of the 
militia company, to go with him to Wiscasset 
“when he got his men together.’’ 

Among the oflicers were five whose name3 
have come down to us as Eamesbury, Dalton, 
Church, Evans and Wildes. These five, form- 
ing a little group, kept together, and went 
arcund from store to store, indulging their ap- 
petite for liquor. All of them, and Church in 
particular, had been hard drinkers on thair 
own ship. Buttheir supply of liquor had been 
cut off when they were captured, and now they 
were making up for they enforced abstinence 
by having a spree. 

Church bad already been more than once on 
the verge of that terrible disease, delirium tre- 
mens, and now his excessive indulgence was 
too much for him. Ho fell down in the streot 
in a horrible paroxysm, and a few hours later 
expired in greatagony. He was buried that 
came afiernocn in the churchyard of ths ham- 
let. Many of the people of the town, as well 
as most of the prisoners, attened the funeral, 
and they all fraternized together as though 
they had been fellow-conntrymen, and not 
enemies. 

After the services, Lieutenant Hanford ad- 
dressed the British, and bade them all come to 
the meeting houre at six o’clock that evening, 
and be ready to start for Wiscasset. He had by 
that time succeed in getting together about 
twenty men to act as a guard. 

To this proposition the prisonersagreed; then 
went off, wandering again among the houses 
and shops. 

While the prisoners were getting thair sup- 
per, Eamesbury and his three feilow-oflicsrs 
above mentioned fell in a well-known pilot of 
the bay, of whom we will here speak a3 Pilot 
T——,, for at this distance of time no gooi end 
will be served by giving his realname, From 
this man they learned that tho British were 
then in pessession of the town of Eastport, 
farther aloug the coast,and thatit would not 
~ a vely difficult exploit to escape to them 
there. 

The poor fellows naturally preferred this 
prospect tothat of going to jail at Wiscasset, 
and immediately made the pilot an offer of all 
their money to take them to their countrymen 
at Eastport in their sailing-boat. 

To perform such a service, however, would 
be high treason, and punishable with death. Pi- 
lov\l —— hesitated, but the sight of several gold 
doubloors finally induced him toriskit. Go- 
ing bastily down to the shore, they embarked 
under cover of some bushes, and pulled away. 

They were not observed, and might have got 
safely way but for that unfortunate love for 
strong liquors, which has, in all times, brought 
so many fine fellows to grief, The prospect of 
a long, ‘‘dry” trip to Eastport was so unpleasant 
that, when a litthe way below Negro Island, 
they put ashere again, and Evans, at Pilot 
T——’s suggestion, went to a house at some 
distance in the hope of purchasing a quart of 
rom. 

Meantime, it was past six o’clock, and the 
four officers had been missed when the rest of 
the prisoners assembled in front of the mesting 
house. A squadof Lieutenant Hanford’s little 
company was dispatched to look them up. 

Word having reached the squad that a “rad- 
coat’? had been seen going across lots to the 
house above mentioned, the militiamen ran 
thither, and captured the luckless Evans just 
as he was settling for his quart of liquor. Be- 
fore they could reach the beach where the boat 
lay, however, Pilot T—— either saw them, or 
took the hint, and put off with the other three 
fugitives. “ 

The breeze had fallen, but they all four bent 
to the oars, and made the best rate of speed 
possible. The pilot was now even more anxi- 
ous than the Britons themselves to avoid cap- 
ture, 

Tidings of ihe flight were soon sounded 
through the village; a crowd collected at the 
wharf, where a new and fast-sailiog boat, be- 
longing to oce Dick Conway, was speelily 
manned to go in pursuit of the runaways. The 
party in the boat consisted of Captain Asher 
Pafmer, Dick Conway, and three sailors named 
Robbins, Tarr and Brown, five altoget er, 
armed with muskets. 

It was now about sunset. The five men pulled 
out of the harbor, and soon sighted the objects 
of their pursuit well down toward Deer Island. 
Pilot T——,, fearing a chase, had already seen 
them, and there then ensued a most exciting 
race. The Englishmen, fired with a hope of 
liberty, and Pilot T——, dreading a halter, 
pulled desperately at their oars, and sent their 
boat onward at a rapid rate. 

But Captain Palmer had an extra man in his 
boat; and. moreover, the members of his crew 
were all expert oaramen. His boat, too, was 
lighter and more easily propelled throagh the 
water. The pursuers gained steadily on tho 
fugitives, gradually reducing the distance to 
about three hunded yards. Both boats wera 
now eff Edgemaroggon beach, when with a 
final spurt,Palmer and his sailors brought their 
boat up opposite the pilot's, distant noi more 
than twenty yards from it. 

Thus far not a word had been said, nor a hail 
exchanged; it had been a hard, grim, silent 
race. t Captain Palmer now stood up, and 
cocking a musket, commanded Pilot T — to 
stop rowing, or he would shoot him. As neith- 
er T——., nor any of the officers had weapons 
of eny kind, resistance on their part was out of 
the question.

» Unseen by Conway or Tarr, Pilot T—— con- 
trived to loosen the rope round his wrists. 
Slipping his hands suddenly out of it, he gave 
Cuuweay a violent -_ which landed him on 
his back in the m of the boat. Then, 
snatching up bis musket, he pointed it fall at 
Tarr’s head and, in alow but fierce voice, or- 
dered him to give up his own gun—unless ho 
preferred instantly to be shot. 

Teken thus at adisad vantage, Tarr begged for 
his life and delivered up his musket. Before 
Conway could ecramble up, the pilot had pos- 
cession of both pieces and had leaped into the 
— of the beat, where he stood ready to 
shoot. 

Calling Eamesbury back to him, Pilot T—— 
cut the rope from his wrists, and putting one of 
the muskets in his hands, stationed him 43s 
guard in the stern, ready to fire if necessary. 
He then took the fompard oar himself, and or- 
dered Conway and Tarr to the middle thart, 
where they were bidden to row. 

The re-capture had been effected without the 
least cutcry, and it wasnow the recreant pilot’s 
plan to capjure Palmer's boat. They accord- 
ingly pulled hard, and, aftera time, drew up 
cloce astern of it; but by this. time it was s> 
dark that no one in the other boat 
could have detected the change in the arrange- 
ments made by thedaring pilot. All three of 
the Americans had laid theirguns aside and 
were rowing leisurely; for they had had a hard 
row and were rather tired.

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BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 


A Glance Over the Lite rary Field— The May 
Magazines—News and Notes. 

Tur Century MaGazine for May is some- 
what defic’ert in literature. Tao table of con- 
tents is not absolutely chaotic, but it is so mis- 
cellancous as to be slmostconfusing. We have 
here histery, biography, antiquities, science, 
and a good many other things. 

Mr Frank R. Stockton's serial, “The Haa- 
drcdih Man,” ripples on quaintly, and is de- 
lightful reading. Octave Thanet has a story 
entitled “Whitsun Harp, Regulator.” We have 
observed that, while this writ-r hasa knack 
for situations, and an appreciation of character, 
he (or she) never gets below the surface. There 
isan interior meaning even to dialect when 
properly empk yed, for, in its variations, it is 
as truly s representative of character and indi- 
viduality as actionsare. This is a fact that 
ought tote borne in mind by those who at- 
tempi to portray character by meausof dia- 


lect. 

There are two aitic'es on Pharaoh, both pro- 
focely illustrated. The first is on “Fiating 
Prazaoh,” the other ie on ‘ Pharaoh, the Op- 
press r, and his Davghter in the Light of their 
Monuments.” Mr. E.S Nadal, who has long 
been courected with our diplomatic service 
abroad. coutributes some “Notes of a Profes- 
tional Exile,” and Frederick Schwatka tells of 
“Life Among the Araches.”’ 

All these are very entertaining articles, but 
come how ove longs for a little more literature ; 
one would rather be entertained than in- 
structed. A very satisfactory paper is “A 
Glimpse of Washington Irving at Home.” The 
biogrepby of Abraham Lincoln, by Messrs. 
Nicolay fand Hay, appears to be assuming a 
tremendous shape. In @ very narrow sense 
only can it be called a biography—it is a his- 
tory of the United States, and its title should 
be changed, 

The war articles continue to be interesting— 
the more £0, perhaps, since they donot take 
up so much space in the magazine. The poetry 
of the number is copious, so to speak, and is 
somewbat above the average. The most strik- 
ing piece of verse is “Israel,” by Colonel John 
Hay. The departments are more than usually 
entertainining.

The life of the late Karl Russell, from documents 
row in the po n of the family, will be written 
by Spencer Walpole, 

The story of ‘The Lifeof Martin Luther and his 
Times,’’ upon which Dr. Bayne has been at work 
jor more than five years, is now announced to be 
finished, 

A revised edition of Professor Villari’s ‘Life of 
Savonerola’’ is in course of publication ia Italy, 
the first volume being already out.. Mme. Villari 
is making au English translation of the work. 

Sir Henry Layard, says a recent London letter, is 
preparing for the pressan. account of his early a1- 
ventures in Persia, Susiana and Babylonia. When 
completed the work will be published by Murray, 

The still unknown Russian, who has written so 
much over the signature of Stepniak, has now 
nearly completeda work entitled ‘‘Russian Peas- 
antry,’’ which will be placed in Sonnenchein’s 
hends for publication. 

While itis denied in Germany that an extensive 
diary exists among the papers of the late Leopold 
you Ranke, the admission is made that various 
mcmoranda of the diary kind anda large amount 
«cf correspondence have been discovered. 

Madame Jane Dieulafoy will contribute an arti- 
cle to the June number of Harper’s Magazine, gir- 
ing an authentic accountof the discoveries made 
by her husband in excavating the tumuli at Susa 
The paper will be profusel y and handsomely illus 
trated. 

Some of the old school books which Thackeray 
used when a pupil at Charter House contain sever- 
al characteristic pen sketches from his hand, 
These have recently been reproducedin the “‘Grey- 
friar,’ a litile journal edited by the Carihusians. 

F, Anstey, the author of “Vice Versa” and simi- 
ilar bits of cddity and joviality, whom the English 
papers speak of in their characteristic way, as ‘‘the 
educated sonof a London tailor,’’ has just been 
added to the staff of Punch, and is expected 
to bring something of his own brightness to the 
columns of that rather doleful paper. 

That is a very serviceable work which G. P, Put- 
pam’s Sonsare doingin publishing the complete 
wiitings of the American fathers, edited by ex- 
pert specialists. The “Works of Franklin,” now 
completed, will be followed by an edition of Wash- 
ington’s writings, in about twelve volumes, con 
taining the diaries, addresses and correspondence, 
together with a number of papers not before print- 
ed.

An Epicurean Journey,’’ which D. Appleton & Co. 
will publish about the middle of this month, is 
described as “ihe record of a tour made, American 
feshion, with due regard for comfort and luxury,’’ 
and es “a vindication of Russia from those un- 
founded and unjust chargesof the English press 
which have so powerfully dissuaded Americans 
from visiting that country, where they are made so 
welcome and so good a time awaits them.”’ 

A volume of short chats on social topics by Mrs. 
Louise Chandler Moulton, under the title of “‘Our- 
selves and Our Neighbors,’’ is to be published in 
June by Messrs. Roberts Bros, of Boston. The 
book will contain ‘‘chats’’ on such sa»jects as love, 
maniage, engagements, friendships, social etiquette 
aud kindred topics. Mrs. Moulton will sail for Eu- 
rope on May 5th, and intends spending the summer 

abroad, occupying her time in pleasure and a Cer: 
tain amount of literary werk. 

In a London Catalogue of recent date appears 
Milton’s own copy of ‘‘Paradise Los:,’’ with his au- 
tographb and asentence in Latin. Itis valued at 
$:50. The same catalogue contains a copy of ‘‘John- 
soniane,’’ enlarged to six folio volumes, with the 
Oliginal manuscript of Johnson's “Scheme for 
Compiling a New Dictionary of the Eoglish Lan- 
guace,’”’ and many other interesting papersin the 
handwriting of the lexicographer. The price of 
this work is $2,500. A complete set of Byron’s 
works, all first editions, with other editious show- 
ing variations from the first, is priced at $875. 

Miss Amelie Rives, the young southern writer, 
whom Mr, Aldridge first introduced to the world of 
letters through the Atlantic for March, 1885, by her 
story of ““A Brother to Dragous,’’ is reported by a 
friend tobe deluged with applications from pub- 
Jishers for work by her. Sheis now engaged upon 
a story that it is said will rival her first effort, and 
the new story has been secured by the editor of 
Lippincott’s Magezine, in which the tale will 
thortly appear as one of that periodical’s series of 
“compleie royels in one number.” The story is 
entitted “The Farrier Lasso’ Piping Pepworth,’ 
and, though in a diferent vein from ‘‘A Brother to 
Dragons,’ itis pronounced to be of superior inter- 
est and literary value. 

Mrs. Admiral Dablgreen’s new novel, ‘“‘Divorece’” 
is on the press for publication inJune. The ndyel 
is intended ss a plea for the sacredness of the mar- 
riage tie, ard also tu exhibit someof the manifold 
dar gers connected with our present system of di- 
vorce laws, The typesin the story, says the author 
may be fonnd in the court records in every large 
city ofthe conntry.

The failure 
of the managers to make their periodical a success 
discoureged them, and they made overtures to The 
Century fora sale. The price asked, however, 
was too large and The Century refused to enter- 
tain it, whereupon they were solicited to name 
theirown figure. This was sosmall that the Biy- 
ouac people rebelled. Eventually, however, a 


sum was aceepted only a trifle in excess of the | 


original Century offer. The amount finally ac- 
cepted wasa very smallone. Wereit not for the 
war articles specially desired by The Century the 
purchase would never have been effected. 

The Boston Post: It wasin 1863 that Nathaniel 
Hawthorne dedicated his charming series of Eng- 
lish sketches, ‘Our Old Home,’ to Franklin Pierce, 
‘asa slight memorial ofa college triendship, pro- 
longed through manhooodand retaining all its vi- 
tality in our autumnal years,’ and many now liy- 
ing willrecall the antagonism and centroversy 
aroused by this act of friendship, and the pressure 
brought to bear by immediate friends and relatives 
to induee the author to give his book ‘to the world 
under more popular auspices. Hawthorne refused, 
and probably never were his reasons 80 plainly set 
forth as in a letter toone near and dear to him, 
written a few days after the famous dedication was 
penned. Until the present time this letter has been 
kept for friendly eyes only; and now, when for the 
first lime given greater publicity, his views will 
excite curiors interest. : 

Tnk WAYSIDF, July 20, '63.—Dear - I do 
not think that the dedication to General Pierce 
can bave the momentous .polijjcal consequences 
which you apprebend. IJ determined upon tt long 
since as a proper memorial of our life long in- 
timacr, and as especially suitable in the case of 
tbis beok, which could not have been in existence 
without him. Iexpressly say that I dedicate the 
book to the friend, and decline any preseut colloquy 
with the staterman, to whom I address merely a 
few lines expressing my confidence in his loyalty 
and unalterable devotion to the union—which I 
am glad to have the opportunity of saying, at this 
moment when all the administration and abolition 

papers are Calling him a traitor. A trailor! Why, 
he is the only loyal manin the country, north or 
south. Everybody else has outgrown the o!d faith 
in the union, or got outside of it in one way or an 

other, but Pierce retainsit in all the simplicity 
with which he inherited § it 
father. It has been the principle, and is the 
explanation (and the apology, if auy is neaded ) of 
his whole public life; and if you look generously at 
him you cannot but see that it would ruin a noble 
charecter (though one of limited scope) for him to 
admit any ideas ihat were not entertained by the 
fathers of the constitution and therepublic., Know- 
ing that he is eternally true to them, I say so, and 
that is all I say of his political character. The 
decication was written before the New Hampshire 
conyention, and when I had not seen him for 
mouths; but I speak of his faith with the same cer- 
tainty as if I had just come from a talk with him. 
Though I differ from him in maty respects, I wou'd 
far rather that he should die than change, Taere 
i: a certain steadfastness and integrity with rezard 
to a man’s own nature (when it issuch a peculiar 
na'ure as that of Pierce) which seems to me more 
secred and valuable than the fasulty of adapting 
one’s self to new ideas, however\tirue they may 
turn out to be. 

The dedication can hurt nobody but my book 
and myself. 1 know that it willdothat, but am 
content to take the consequences rather than go 
back from what I deliberately judge it right to do. 
As for posterity, it will have formed a truer opin- 
ion of Generé] Pierce than you can do; and ye:l 
shall suppose that you have breadth ani insight 
enough (however disturbed by the potent elixir of 
political opinions) to appreciate the sterling mer- 
liiscof ihis kind of man. 

Youdo notinthe least shake me b7 te!ling 
methatIshall be supposed to oisapprove of the 
war, forlalways thought it should have been 
avoided, although since it has broken out I have 
longed for military success as much as any man or 
woman of theqgorth. |I agree with your friend, 
— ——, who MHhinks that the war will only effec: 
by a horrible convulsion, the self-same enti that 
mightand would have been brought about bya 
gradual and peaceful change. Noram [at all car- 
tain thatit will effect that end. Even these re- 
cent successes have not asindubitable a tendency 
in that direction. They will suggest to the rebels 
that their best hope lies in the honor of ths peace 
democrats of the north, whom they here:cofore 
scorned. and by amalgamation with whom I really 
think that the old union might be restored and 
slavery prolonged for anotherhundred years with 
new bu'iwarks; while the pe gs of the north 
would fancy that they had got the victory and 
never knew that they had shed their bloolin 
yain, and so would become peace democrats to a 
man.. In that case, woe tothe abolitionists! I of- 
fer you in advance the shelter of the nookin our 
garret which Mary contirved asa hiding place for 
Mr. fanborn. 

The best thing possible. as far as I can sea. 
would be to efiéct a separation of the union, giving 
us the west bank of the Misstssippi and a bound 
ary line afiordiag as much southern soil as we can 
hope to dicest into freedom in another century. 
Such a rettiement looks impossibdle, to be sure.and 
so Coes every other imaginable settlement, except 
throngh the medium ofthe peace cGemocrats, who 
(as 1 bave just said) would speedily comprise the 
whole popuiation »n view of such a result. You 
cannot possimty conceive (looking through spec- 
tacles of the tint which yours bave acyu'ra.) how 
litt!e the north reaily cares for the nezro question, 
and how eagerly it Wwouid grab at peace if recom- 
mended by a deitsive show of victory. Free soil 
wasrever in +0 great danger as now. If the 
southern statesmen manage their matters saza- 
ciousiy, there may come a revulsion of fecling 
that would give them mo’e than they ever asked. 
Do you suppose that the pendulum is not to swing 
back @gain? 

I have written the foregoing not in a controver- 
sial way (and I beg you will not so consider it), but 
because I am willing that you should know that I 
entertain certain ideas of my own, and also because 
I acmire the valor and generous pertinacity with 
which you come again tothe scratch, offering me 
the same kind of advice as wheuI was going to 
write the life of Cilley and the life of Pierce: and 
which availed nothing, then as now, becase I 
trusted tomy own instinct to guide meintomy 
own right way. Idonot write (if you will please 
to cbeerve) ior my letter to be read to others, for 
this is the first time that I have written down ideas 
which exist in a gaseous state in my mind, and 
perhaps they might define themselves rather differ- 
ently on ancther attempt to condense them. My 
views about disunion, for example, though long 
ciucely gntertained, ere mot such as I should 
chacse ut forth at present, and I am very often 

tevci ap affectionate regard forthe dead old 
uticu which leads metosava kind thing or two 
sbortit, thoneh I had as lief see my grandfather's 
ghcst as have it revive, 

Mr. Whiting himseifsent me his pamphlet. It 
be no bearing on my position. | do dotcarea fic 
what powers the president assumes at such a crisis 
as this if he only uses them effectzaliy; but I must 
say that [ despise the present administration with 
alilmy heart, and should think’that vou would do 
the same. I don’t know how Ellery Channing gets 
his literary intelligence. I supposed that this af- 
fair of the dedication was an entire secret between 
me and the publisher. Even Sophia did not kuow 
it, and i have never whispered it to General Pierce 
nor meant that it be known till the publication of 
the book, which will not be sooner than Saptem- 

It is a pity that it should be bruited abroad so 
untimely.
